Sherbrooke,Quebec, 160 miles over 
the Canadian border to the north, 
had rounded a curve at a lively speed 
when the headlight of a freight lo- 
comotive flashed before the eyes of 
the engineer. 


Mass of Wreckage 


In another instant there 
was

crash and 
v both engines were lying 


together, a mass of wreckage in the 
ditch beside the track. The baggage 
car next to the passenger locomotive 
hail been driven back into the pas- 
simjfor coach, telescoping 
it 
and 


crushing the lives out of half a car- 
load of people. 
At the same time 


nearly every one else in the car was 
injured. 


A few escaped, but those who were 


in -the sleeping car in the rear were 
saved from death by the more sturdy 
qualities of their car.

Nevada, and is bound in bhe long run 
to be as great a city as is the Den- 
ver of Colorado." So said a former 
resident of Denver, who was prom- 
inent there in commercial and mining 
circles, and who arrived here day be- 
fore yesterday. He put in all of yes- 
terday looking .around and -made the 
remark when asked his opinion of 
this city. 


What further he said will appeal to

"Reno today," continued the Den- 


ver man, "is a better city than Den- 
ver was with its 35,000 inhabitants 
three yeais after thp famous car- 
bonate strike at Loadvilie anJ fol-j 
lowing the great mining excitement 
which started 
in Colorado m 1876 


and continued on into 
the '80s. 


Reminiscent of Denver 


"Reno puts me in mind of Denver 


in its situation and surroundings, and 
it is in happy comparison. Reno has 
an ideal site for a city, an excellent 
climate. I' should 
judge 
from the 


warm autumnal days and the cool 
nights, and the fine growth of trees 
I see in the residence portion of the 
city, and the nice gardens maintain- 
ed around most of the dwellmgs._ 


"In its business blocks, well stocked 


stores, and general commercial ac- 
tivity, Rer.o looks better to me than 
Denver did in 1SSO, after the Lead- 
ville excitement .hid been on for four 
years at full force. I can see that Re- 
no has a better start than Denver 
had and I can't see why Reno should 
not continue to grow until it got to 
a population of 100,000 
or 150,000 


people, and that m a comparatively 
short time as is estimated the growth 
of American cities. 


Reno has the tributary country to 


make it the mining, commercial and 
financial center of fully as rich a 
country a= Denver had or has. 


Tributary County 


"It is bound to get a big wholesale 


trade from all those 
counties 
in 


Northern 
California north 
of Inyo, 


ivhioh border on the Nevada state 
line. There are Sierra, Plumas, Las- 
sen and Modoc counties, for instance, 
which are just now being broughl 
• under development, and are an im- 
mense empire in resources .The great 
forests and the agricultural and pas- 
toral inteiests in addition to 
the 


1 rich mineral resources are bound to 
develop a trade uf fabulous possibil- 
ities if Reno will only look out for 
It. 


"Then there is the country to the 


south of Reno, extending for sev- 
eral hundred miles, of which Reno 
is already the recognized center, and 
while the trade from these is already 
considerable it is bound to grow, for 
rich as have been the achievements 
of the mines of 
Tonopah, 
Goldfield 


and the various other camps, I am of 
the opinion from what I have heard 
from the mining men •wno are well 
informed of the conditions and pos- 
sibilities, that mining down there has 
yet not really begun so to speak.

Nevada's Prosperity 


"Nevada's, new era of prosperity 


has come to stay. It is going to share 
with Colorsda the duty of supplying 
the United States a large portion of 
the precious metals so necessary tn 
our national financial sjstem. 


"And as rich as Colorado is in its 


varied mineral 
resources, 
Nevada 


state can go it one better and thit is 
on copper. Colorado has no copper 
to speak of. Nevada, 
on 
the other 


hand, as I am informed on good au- 
thority, a copper bell at Ely which 
will be the peer of Batte. 


"And that statement can be made 


•without and due .apprehension for 
the future prospects of copper min- 
ing in Nevada, in spite of the pessi- 
mistic reports from New York in the 
last few days about copper. I make 
bold to say that the reports that the 
supply of copper ingots on hand ex- 
ceed the demand for a coming year, 
will be found to be baseless in fact. 


Demand for Copper 


"There is a better element at work 


ihammering upon copper and stocks, 
but as a matter of fact, large as is 
the production of copper, the demand 
for 
it 
is growing proportionately 


greater than is the production of the 
raw article. 


"Even if Butte should shut down, 


the development 
of the

will be continued with all its present 
vigor, and you can wager on that to 
the extremity of your last simoleon. 


"Reno, in. another way resembles 


Denver, and that is in its wide-awake- 
ness of its people and the spirit of 
enterprise that is all-pervading-.
